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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to the response filed January 17, 2009. 
Claims 2, 8-1 2, 1 4, 20-41 and 51 -66 were cancelled and claims 1 , 3-7, 1 3, 1 5-1 9 

and 42-50 are pending in this application. 

It is noted that the current listing of claims (annotated to show previous 
amendments) is proper according to 37 CFR 1.173(b)(2) and (d)(2) which requires that 
each changed patent claims and each added claims by reissue must be underlined. 

Oath/Declaration 

2. The reissue oath/declaration filed on August 26, 2008 is defective because the 
additional error which is relied upon to support the reissue application is not an error 
upon which a reissue can be based. See 37 CFR 1.175(a)(1) and MPEP § 1414. 

The error that Applicant intended to claim a feature of "a polarizer being 
positioned between the liquid crystal display panel and the optical film in a direction 
along which peaks and valleys of isosceles triangle prisms are oriented is aligned in 
parallel to a polarizing axis of the polarizer and the tops of the isosceles triangle prisms 
are not farther than 160 micrometers apart" does not constituted an error upon which a 
reissue can be based since this feature was claimed in the patent as claims 2, 5 and 7. 

Further, the reissue oath/declaration filed with this application is defective 
because it fails to contain a statement that all errors which are being corrected in the 
reissue application up to the time of filing of the oath/declaration arose without any 
deceptive intention on the part of the applicant. See 37 CFR 1.175 and MPEP § 1414. 
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Furthermore, the reissue oath/declaration filed on August 26, 2008 is also 
defective since this reissue oath/declaration is relied on the errors being detailed in the 
initial reissue application declarations (dated 2/2/1999 and 4/28/2003), which Applicant 
still believes to accurately describe the errors of the original application. However, none 
of those errors which are relied upon to support the reissue application are errors upon 
which a reissue can be based as previously discussed in the office action dated 
12/31/2008. 

3. Claims 1, 3-7, 13, 15-19 and 42-50 are rejected as being based upon a defective 
reissue declaration under 35 U.S.C. 251 as set forth above. See 37 CFR 1 .175. 

The nature of the defect(s) in the declaration is set forth in the discussion above 
in this Office action.
